A New Generttion Needed. 


The postponement, not the aban- 
donment, of political unification 
to fit with various phases of the 
economic recons on and of 
economic unification, has another 
great advantage. Because it must 
take several years, there will be 
time to promote the rise of the 
new generation of Koreans who 
must, if Korea is ever to be re- 
united, replace the leaders both 
No and South who: have been 
involved in the civil war. 

There is no use holding an 
election in which Dr. Rhee and 
his opposite number in the North 
are two candidates for president 
of a united Korea. 

There is another reason, not 
often mentioned but not to be 
overlooked, for this more delib- 
erate approach to gnification and 
to that kind of neutralization and 
guaranteed autonomy which is the 
only conceivable alternative to 
the permanent partition of Korea. 

If one takes even a moderately 
long Mag then it is apparent 
that no Korean settlement can be 
permanent unless Japan in her 
full sovereignty is a power to it. 

Japan will always be one of the 
three principal neighbors of 
Korea. Japan will be there long 
after—as must surely happen 
some day—the armed forces of

“Both nurses had instructed the 
patient,” Miss Brethorst comment- 
ed, “but what a difference!”

Clouds nearly always foretell 
the weather and the winds bring 
it. A morning sky of dark Indian 
red nearly always brings rain and 
in the summer months the rain is 
usually accompanied by strong 
winds. A gray morning sky at 
sunrise is the forerunner of a day 
of fair weather. White fluffy 
clouds also indicate a day of good 
weather, A morning dew or an 
early morning fog is a harbinger 
of a rainless day. A rainbow in 
the morning means foul weather, 
but a rainbow in the evening is 
a good sign of a fair tomorrow. 

“Old mare’s-tails and mackerel 
scales are a very good sign of 
rain,” within 24 hours. Every ob- 
server has seen the mare's tail 
and mackerel seale formations. 
The mare’s-tails are high, long, 
thin, wispy clouds that, with lit- 
tle imagination can be seen as} 
white horses’ tails. The mackerel 
scale formation also resembles 
large fish scales and is in a uni- 
form layer arrangement, the same 
as the scales on a fish. 

Wind Big Factor in Change. 

Sunset skies. foretell wehr 
for the following day.’ A ga N 
amber sky in the evening fore- 
tells of wind rather than rain, but 
a sky of dark clouds at sunset 
against a background of. glasing, 
white sunlight is usually fore- 
runner of rain within 24 hours. 
A rose and lavender tinted sky 
at either sunrise or sunset will | 
bring good weather for the fol- 
lowing‘ day. This is especially 
true if there is a high blue sky 
background. Seldom is this for- 
mation seen during the winter 
months. Good weather usually 
comes with northwest, west, and 
southwest winds. But always re- 
member, whether it be clear or 
raining, no change in the weather 
will come until the wind changes. 
If7 no wind, then there is no 
change in the weather. } 

It is easy for the fishermen 
or hunters to tell how far distant 
is a storm by counting the inter- 
vals between lightning and the 
sound of thunder. Count slowly:

Every fifth count measures one 
mile between you and the light- 
ning that is originating in the 
storm cloud. Never stand under 
tall trees during an electrical

Facts About Polio 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OLIO is going to be with us until an effective vaccine és 

commercially available and has been given to most chil- 

dren and young adults. Actually, on the basis of the num- 
ber of people crippled by polio compared with those crippled 
by other diseases and accidents, the importance of polio has 
been magnified out of all reality. Even in heavy’ epidemics, 
only three out of 1000 children show polio symptoms. 

Nevertheless, its crippling is very visible and heart- 
rending. 80 let's look at the presently known facts about 
polio. : 

It is caused by & virus. This virus has three distinet types. 
You have to be immune to all types in order to be sure of 
immunity against polo. 7 
_. Consequétitly, second polio infections are known, though 
they are. not common. 

* 


THE VIRUS GETS into the body probably through the 
mouth. It gets into the mouth from dirty hands—hands soiled 
with fecal material. This may be one reason why children 
are more apt to have the disease. 

Polio virys is swallowed and gets into the blood stream 
from the intestines. From there it goes to the nervous system. 

People ean have polio virus in their intestines and their 
excretions without having polio symptoms. In fact, that is 
often the case in a family where one child has the disease. 
Other children and adults in the family may show the virus 
in their fecal discharges. 

Sheltering the virus without having the disease and not 
developing symptoms until some days or evan weeks after 
polio virus gets into the body may explain how the infection 
spreads as it does. 3 

Casual contact probably will not spread polio. . Closer 
and more frequent contacts between people, such as in a 
family or among small children, probably are necessary to 
spread the disease. 

Because hand-to-mouth contact is the most likely way of 
becoming infected with. polio virus, frequent handwashing is 
a good precaution. It should be a must after using the toilet, 
anyway. 


x * Oy 
 ~FATIGUE AND PREGNANCY seem to lower resistance 
against polio symp and paralysis. That means, as the 
present Office of Defense Mobilization recommendations recog- 
nize, that pregnant women exposed to polio should receive 
gamma globulin. 

It also means that children and young adults should get 
sufficient rest with any minor summer illness, especially when 
there is polio in the community. Long tiring trips should 
not be started in the presence of minor illnesses. 

Many have polio infection at some time in their lives. It 
ean be so mild as to go unrecognized—passing as a: cold“

1. Far fewer than one in a hundred polio victims die. 
Less than half of those having symptoms develop paralysis.
